And they asked for the reget to 
discharge. They asked, too, 
right to choose their own contractors, 
and the right to lay off such workers 
as were not n ed in a slack season. 
Under the present system. a manufac- 
turer is obliged to keep 200 men at 
work. when only 100 are, needed. 

‘Even the boon of .plece work does 
not solve the problem. It is not a 
question of wanting it—the manufac- 
turers in om market must have it, or 
they will be forced to go out of busi- 
ness. We have notified the union that 
we are perfectly willing to enter into 
negotiations with them, and we will give 
them every opportunity to go into the 
ceded the piece-work system. 

The manufacturers are still hoping 
that such concessions will be granted as 
will enable them to compete with the 
other clothing markets of the country.

Baccus 
set forth nearly a score of reasons 
why a tax on gross sales would be 
better than the excess profits tax as 
a méans of collecting money for the 
Treasury. ‘The gist of most of them 
is that business will be able to help 
the Treasury most when it is able to 
do most for itself, and that taxes 
which hamper business réact upon the 
Treasury’s income. The theory of our 
present taxes is that taxes should fall 
on the wealthy, and that only 10 per 
cents ‘of the people neéd to pay taxes, 
or should be asked to pay them. The 
theory is popular, but it reacts against 
those whom it is designed to favor. 

The miscarriage of the plans, to tax 
the rich is due in part to the fact that 
$850,000,000 of income from munic- 
ipal securities is exempt from taxes, 
and affords a refuge for the wealthy 
from the tax“gatherer. The taxes 
which the super-rich are meant 
to pay, therefore, fall lower in the 
scale of wealth, and weigh most 
heavily upon those whose funds are 
in productive enterprises: The sur- 
taxes which the very rich. escape, and 
which the ‘Treasury must get, reap- 
pear in the prices of the. producers. 
They démard such intefest on their 
investment as will pay them for 
producing, or they will ‘not produce. 
Consumers, therefore, have the alter- 
mative of paying higher prices to 
balance the taxes which the very rich 
escape, 6: of going without. Nomi- 
nally the excess profits tax’ falls on 
producers, but really it falls on ¢on- 
sumers, and ‘in a sense all taxes are 
consumption taxes.’’ 

“Mr. Bacur’s proposal is that all 
making sales shall take out licenses, 
in order to bring them within the 
notice and control of the Treasury“and 
the tax collectors, and that taxes shall 
bé: paid according to their accounts. 
Inasmuch as accounts must be kept 
for the purposes of the income tag the 
Proposal will seem less objectionable 
than a few years ago." Mr. Bacun is 
optimistic about the proceeds'of the 
gross sales tax, but declines to commit 
himself to exact figures. That the 
sales tax will be reduplicated at each 
stage of production and distribution is 
less an objection than it seems. The 
excess profits tax is thus increased 
without the effect of reduciig the 
number of operations which theturn- 
over tax would. have. 4

‘The states- 
man who could find the right way to 
bring this about would deserve well of 
his country. Till such a meeting can 
be, there is nothing for England to do 
but to assume and assert her réesponsi- |.

murder odious and unsafe. But 
always behind stands the offer to give 
to Ireland the largest degree of self- 
government possible within the Brit-

FARMERS SEEING THE POINT. 
We are not hearing so much just 
now about ‘* America First.’* So far) 
as that campaign claptrap meant any- 
thing at all to the érdinary mind, it 
implied that this country was to go it 


alone, live off its own fat and keep| 


foreign goods out by a high tariff. 
But that kind of America first is 
already beginning to appear too much 
like an America hindmost. Even the 
farmers are waking up to the fact. 
The statement issued in Washington 
on Monday by the Farm Bureau 
Federation reads very much as if it 
were written by @ spectacled professor 
of economics, or even by some wicked 
international banker disguised as old, 
Bill Jones of Gapherville. 

Note.*these plain tales _from the 
farmer. ‘‘ We must’ open up our 
** usual and natural outlets for cotton, 
‘* wool, grain and meats if we are to 
“* relieve the present disastrous eco- 
‘“‘nomic situation.” . The farmer is 
now asked to sell. below his cost of 
production. 
Why, ‘“ the opening of foreign mar- 
kets.’” But Europe cannot buy unless 
it has credit, and unless.it can sell its 
manufactures here to pay its debts. 
Very well, says the Farm Bureau, 
arrange for credits, and consider that 
it is ‘* good business *’ for us to pro- 
tect our loans of some $10,000,000,000 
to Eufopéan countries by helping 
them to “* start production.’’ 

‘This cold elementary sense is par~ 
ticularly refreshing coming from 
farmers. They as a class have been 
the slowest to perceive that they are 
more interested than anybody ‘else in 
the free flow of foreign commerce. 
But dalling prices for their products 
have been rapidly opening their eyes: 
If they remain as wide awake as they 
now seem to be, the Republican high- 
tariffites will not have so much fun as 
they used to out of their old pastime of 
"* fooling the farmer.’’ 
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THE ARMY A NUCLEUS. 

In his annual report Secretary 
Baxer says that the strength of the 
army on Nov. 3 was 213,067. To a

This may 
be sald with confidence, that the land 
forces were néver Properly organized 
before; further, the reorganization 
was based tipon the lessons of the war, 
which added materially to our military 
information. It may be said without 
vainglory: that the United States is | 
~potentially the most formidable na- 
tion in the world at the present time, 
ar "so it will be as long as the vet- 
erans of the great war are yoting 
enough to fight. Conditions in the 
world being as they are today, the 
regular army, with its Air Service, 


vice and other modern auxiliaries, 
does not seem too large to professional 
soldiers. It may be too large if the 
nations of the earth get together and 
scale‘down armaments. In any event, 
there. will be strong and persistent 
pressure from the taxpayers to reduce 
the fighting nucleus to minimum. di- 
mensions. 








THE DARWINIAN IN ‘RUSSIA.

The Bolshe- 
viki must feel about this very much 
as the Caliph Omar would have felt 
if an acquaintance had told ‘him that 
he liked. his manners but thought the 
Koran a mass of absurdities; to the 
zealot the True Faith is considerably 
more important than the accomplish- 
merits or the personality of its adher- 
ents. But We.zs likes them in spite 
of their faith—in spite of theirs, and 
because of his. 

Weuts is an internationalist and a 
Commitinist—a rather hazy interna- 
tionalist and an extremely idealistic 
Communist. His communism is 
neither so complete nor so dogmatic 
as that of the Bolsheviki, and his 
disdain for their theology and theogony 
is magnificent. But he admires them 
because they are doing after a fashion 
something. that he would like to ‘do 
after .a very different fashion. 
Wauts’s ideal State would be inter- 
national,. mildly -communistic, and 
based on a universal education. It 
would. also be démocratié;. but aside 
from that a tolerant Bolshevik might 
say that Weite is nearer salvation 
than he knows,

They have a common faith, which 
WELus despises, and a common’ spirit, 
which he admires; some of them at 
least, ‘‘ given an opportunity, will 
build and will build well.’’ They will 
build a State founded on Communism 
(more honored in theory than™ in 
practice), with an ideal of interna- 
tionalism, and with a common edu- 
cation. That education, however, is 
apparen®y going to be as dogmatic’as 
that of the Janizaries. If Wiis had 
taken a more controversial subject 
thah geometry for his observations at 
the school he so admired, he might 
have found a tendency of teaching 
hafdly likely to produce free thought 
except by the familiar method of 
} revulsion. 

All in all, Wewts’s admiration of 
the Bolsheviki seems .to- prove that 
nothing succeeds like success. He 
doesn’t care how they got there; but 
they are there. He doesn’t care 
where they’re going, but they’re on 
their way. If he had applied these 
principles to his history of the papacy, 
for example, his judgment of certain 
events in medieval history. would 
have been quite different. But then 
an autobiographer has the right te 
change his mind.

Exemplary I Chicago for instruction 
regarding the management of the crim- 
inal classes. WBspecially surprising is it 
that under Chicago's ‘present administra- 
tion there seems to have arisen some- 
thing more than the possibility that both 
instruction and exemplification concern- 
ing.this very subject:are to be found in 
the activities of Mayor THOMPSON’S new 
Chief of Police. For, strange as it may 
seem, that official has instituted a-war- 
faré on the. assorted criminals .of the 
city that is producing results—among 
them that of having one Saturday: pass 
with only-a single robbery of 4 man tak- 
ing payroll money from the bank to his 
place of employment! + 

This truly remarkable flattening pte 
of Chicago’s crime wave ‘has been pro- 
duced by the continuous and consecutive 
raiding of all the places known or sus- 
pected to be resorts for bad men. and 
women of various kinds and the arrest- 
ing of most of the men and women 
found therein. Under just what law 
this was done the dispatches do not re- 
veal, nor is it easy to imagine, as it is 
quite generally held that arrests can, be 
made only under specific accusation. 
But the great number. of people thus 
captured evidently feel a delicacy about 
standing on their technical rights. They 
do not protest against the action taken 
as police persecution,. which is fairly 

good evidence that such “Consciences as 
they have suggést a cautious acceptance 
of comparatively petty ills, lest worse 
befall.

I chose the one which I believe to be 
yy EY who has stated that he re- 
nounced his claim to the million dollars 
because he thought Christ would have 
done the same, continued: 

“I pelieve I coulddo no ‘good with 
the money. It is the-man who gives 


food to the nangry who does good, not 
the dollars given in exchange for the 
food. I would be happy to be the man 
if I had food to give; but I cannot lend 
myself to handling the money that is

M people have written to tell him 
what could be done with the money, he 
said.

The presentations 
were made by Norman H. Davis, Under-

Dr. Beeche is the first diplomatic rep- 
resentative Costa Rica has had in Wash- 
ington since early in the war, when the 
United States broke off diplomatic re- 
lations with the Central American Re- 
Public because of.a revolutionary Gov- 
ernment which gained control.

TO RESUME PARLEY

Negotiations With Japan Not to 
Be Interrupted by Colby’s 
Trip to South America. 


COOLIES TO BE EXPELLED 


Japanese Here Not to Enjoy Full 
“Civil Rights,” but Property

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (Associated 


Press).—Negotiations between the United |. 


States and Japan looking to a new 
treaty, growing out of the adoption of 
the anti-alien land law in California, 
will not be interrupted by reason of the 
visit of #ecretary Colby to South 
America. 

Pressure of official business has com- 
pellead Secretary Colby to delay his trip 
several days. He had expected to be 
able to sail next Wednesday, but it was 
not known tonight when his present en- 
gagements would permit him to leave, 
although it was understood the delay 
probably would not be very great. 

The conversations on the anti-alien 
land law, which were suspended last 
week during the absence from Washing- 
ton of Roland S. Morris, American Am- 
bassador to Japan, are to be resumed 
at once, and it was said today that, 
since Under Secretary Davis was fully 
acquainted with the details of the nego- 
tiations, he and Mr. Morris could bring 
them to a conclusion.” 

The State Department officers are to 
confer with leaders in the Senate and 
House before the negotiations are com- 
pleted.

WASHINGTON, Nov. .29.—Senator 
Sterling of South Dakota, a member .of 
the Immigration Committee, who has 
been studying the immigration question 
at close range at Hillis Island, returned 
here today and announced his opposi- 
tion to the proposal to prohibit immigra- 
tion. Instead, he favors the creation 
of a board to control immigration with 
authority to restrict where necessary 
and prohibit the entrance of all’ aliens 
who may be undesirable. 

** While convinced that restriction of 
immigration is important at this time,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ yet I cannot favor complete 
prohibition. There are too many people 
from Southern Europe seeking admis- 
sion to the United States now and, there- 
fore, I would favor legislation which 
would restrict for the time being. 

“There are two fundamental reasons 
for restriction of immigration at «this 
time. The first is the labor situation. 
We want American tabor to continue to 
live on a high standard, which it will 
not be able to do if it suffers from com- 
petition with the hordes. now coming 
here. ‘The second is that unless ave 
is further restriction, radical elements, 
which are disturbing other nations, will 
easily enter the United tes. 

“T believe that the ‘most obvious so- 
lution is through a competent immigra- 
tion board, which will consider the as- 
similability of the various nationalities, 
the standards of living and how their 
standards compare with the standards 
of American workmen. This board 
would also consider the amount of un- 
employment in the United States and 
a general labor and economic condi- 

ons. 

“This board, df constituted, would 
have the power to admit to the United 
States only in such humbers as we can 
readily assimilate and find employment 
Soe tt will also have the power to co- 
rate with the States regarding the 
a stribution of immigrants entering the 
United States.’ 

Senator Sterling nee not yet worked 
out his, bill in-detail.

esignating books that should be read 
and a course of study they should be 
required to pursue. 

The immigration question will be one 
of the most important matters that wil 
come before Congress in the short ses- 
sion.

POSTAL CONVENTION HITCH. 


United States and 16 Other Repub- 
lics Sign With Reservations. 


MADRID, Nov. 29.—A hitch arose at 
the last moment today concerning the 
signing of the Universal Postal Conven- 
tion, seventeen American republics sign- 
ing with reservations Article III. of the 
compact dealing with the extension of 
port privileges to subsidized vessels in 
return for the carrying of mail.

thorities, and stipulated that no persons 
other than officers of the law and the 
militia would be permitted to carry fire- 
arms or be in possession of explosives. 

All places of business, shops and 
theatres were permitted to remain open, 
it was stipulated, but the people gener- 
ally were admonished to comply cafe- 
fully with the military regulation and 
to preserve good order. 

Governor Cornwell's proclamation 
stated that Mingo County was in a state 
of insurrection, and the citizens were 
enjoined and commanded to disperse and 
retire to their homes, and submit to the 
law and the regularly constituted au- 
thorities.. 

“To the end that the law shall be 
respected and that disorder shall cease,”’ 
he said, ‘‘I have called upon-the Gov- 
erament of the United States for as- 
sistance, and until further notice -the

Trade Journal Says Workers’ Own

Haying failed to obtain access to the 
béoks of the employers in the book and 
job industry at the arbitration hearing 
on the- question of an increase in the 
wage scale for the paper handlers be- 
fore Dr. William F. Ogburn of Barnard 
College as impartial Chairman, Evans 
Clark, economic adviser to the different 
unions in the arbitration agreement, re- 
newed the request yesterday before Dr. 
George W. Kirchwey, impartial Chair- 
man in the arbitration hearing of the 
Printing Press Assistants’ and Feeders’ 
Union No. 28. The request again was 
denied by the employers. 

The members of the union are asking 
an increase of $18 a week, bringing their 
wages to $57 a week. The union pre- 
sented its argument last Wednesday, 
and the side of the employers was heard 
yesterday. The workers contended that 
it was necessary to inspect the books 
in order to determine the truth of the 
employers’ assertion that the condition 
of the industry was not as satisfactory 
as it appeared to be to the’ workers. 
Two questions are at issue: One is 
whether the cost of living has increased 
since Jan. 1 last and the other is wheth- 
er the: condition of the industry here is 
such as to permit of an increase in 
wages. 

Today the rebuttal in the arbitration 
of the “ Big Six ’’ Typographical Union 
will be presented to Dr. Kirchwey and 
it is expected that this case will be 
closed. 

“The employing. printers of Toledo
